The Child Labor Amendment 


Four different resolutions for a child labor amendment to 


the Constitutio nhave been introduced in the senate. They dif- 
fer chiefly in their attitude toward'state rights. A committee g 
headed by Senator Shortridge of California has drawn up a so 
compromise form of amendment which reads as follows: 


"Section 1. -The congress shall have power to/prohibit the 


labor of persons under the-age of 18 years and to prescribe the 
conditions of such, labor.v 


Section 2. 
The power of the several states is unimpaired 


- by this article except that the operation of state laws shall be 


suspended to the extent necessary-to give effect to legislation 
enacted by congress." 


This seems reasonably clear and simple as a constitutional 


amendment should be. Section 2, putting the responsibility for 
enforcement squarely up to the federal govrnment will be re- 
garded by most citizens as preferable to the "concurrent pow- 
er" of the federal government and the several states, which in 
the case of the prohibition ameMment has resulted in much 
confusion and buck-passing.

•being manifested by British Govern- 
ment and steamship

cials over the seizure by the American 
Treasury authorities of 1S6 cases 'of 
liquor on board the "White Star Jiner 
Adriatic. It is recognized
